STATUES OF LAVA 
ON EASTER ISLAND 


Modern Scientists at Loss to 
Account for Cult

Hens Produce Chalk. 
It Is estimated that a flock of IOO 
hens will produce 137 pounds of chalk 
annually in the shells of their eggs, 


Easter island, In the South Pacific, 
which recently was reported to have 
vanished in a submarine convulsion, 
still waves its fronded palms in air. 
Caph Alfred Kling sends to IIIus- 
trierte Zeftung, Berlin, an account of 
some of its peculiarities. 
“In 
former 
times,” 
the 
captain 
writes, “the tribes and clans on the 
island lived in constant warfare with 
each other. The captives w ire eaten. 
Many human bones still lie about in 
the caves of the island. 
The original 
Kanakas had a very queer cult, for 
which they built gigantic statues of 
lava. 
The biggest of these statues is 
that of the thunder god. It 'rn twenty- 
one meters long and seven meters 
wide and weighs twenty tons. Whether 
these stone monuments were idols 
tile statues of famous island personali­ 
ties cannot he ascertained. 
“Some of the monuments carry a 
mysterious hieroglyphic script. There 
are about 655 of these giants, the 
tokens of former civilization. In 1863 
the island Was discovered by Peru 
slave dealers, who caught the majority 
of the Kanakas and took them by 
force to the Peruanle guano islands, 
where they died of epidemics. 
“The island people own wild chick­ 
ens and pigs. The chickens fly like 
pheasants and stay at ‘i\Jglit in tile 
trees. The owners identify their chick­ 
ens by cuts on the toes. Wildcats are 
the only game on Easter island. Day­ 
time is determined by the position of 
the sun. 
Tobacco plants grow on the 
island. 
The 
natives 
use 
banana 
leaves as cigarette paper; they always 
carry a provision of banana leaves at 
their belt. 
“I could never quite find out how 
marital conditions were on the island. 
It seemed to me that marriage among 
members of the same household was 
prohibited. 
A violation of this law 
was punished by putting both offend­ 
ers to death. 
Otherwise there was 
complete prenuptial freedom. 
Cau­ 
tious fathers shut their daughters up.”

tion to generation. Seven bows, four 
yearling heifers and two heifer calves 
were purchased. They were small and 
undernourished. 
Got Same Food. 
* When they reached their new homo, 
however, they got the same feed and 
care as the cows In the station herd. 
Instead of bay in winter and pasture 
in summer, they were given alfalfa, 
silage and a well-balanced meal ra­ 
tion. 
Instead of 
indifferent 
housing 
and hit-and-miss care, they had a good 
stable and chores were done by the 
clock. The first year, under this kind 
of attention, two four-year-olds in the 
lot 
produced 
3,084.6 lbs. milk and j 
149.24 lbs. fat. This production they ! 
steadily 
Increased 
until, 
at 
years of age, they produced an aver­ 
age of 4,007.7 lbs. milk and 220.91 lbs. 
fat, an increase of 50 per cent In milk 
and 54 per cent in fat. Allowing for 
the natural Increase due to greater 
maturity, the increase due to the cu­ 
mulative effect of good feed and care 
was 49 per cent in milk and 46 per j 
cent in fat. It was also shown that the I 
younger an animal comes under good : 
feed aud management the greater will j 
be its response. 
Comparing the rec- j 
ords of the two four-year-olds 
with j 
those of the older cows in the lot, they j 
Increased 14 per cent in milk and 8 j 
per cent in fat as compared with the 
mature cows. Those coming as heifers i 
produced 27 per cent more milk and I 
24 per cent more fut than did those 
started at maturity. There is a lesson 
here for the most of us.
